discussing their book 
preferences. It would be inter- 
esting to know how many men 
leave our public libraries, vaguely 
disappointed because they no longer find 
in adult departments such classics as Tom 
Sawyer, Gulliver's Travels, and Robinson 
Crusoe, but reluctant to go to the chil- 
dren’s room for them. 


Compton's Pictured Encyclopedia is, as 
everyone knows, especially built for boys 
and girls. Written simply but without 
condescension . . . graphically illustrated 

. supplied with unusual diagrams

. it is, without doubt, the most read- 
able of encyclopedias. 


Of late, it appears that more and more 
adults are insisting that Compton’s be 
made available for their use. ‘‘For,” say 
they, “an encyclopedia which makes clear 
the principles of Einstein’s theory of rel- 
ativity . . . and shows how the wheels go 
round in an automobile or an airplane 
. . . has a place in the adult department 
as well as in the children’s department.” 


Probably we should not know just how 
adults were feeling about Compton’s, were 
it not for recent letters from librarians. 
The head of a public library in a large 
eastern city wrote—"'I have been thinking

children’s department.” . . . From 

a college librarian—'‘Compton’s 

is used in our library especially 
by freshmen who were familiar with it 
in high-school days, and by students pre- 
paring to teach in secondary schools.” 
The current edition was ordered by a 
Canadian librarian with this comment— 
“You may be interested to know that this 
set is for use in our adult reference de- 
partment, where they are of the opinion 
that it will serve a particular type of 
inquirer better than any other encylo- 
pedia, and will also provide illustrated 
material which is not available else- 
where.” And in a letter received today— 
“Librarians are going to continue to use 
Compton’s in their children’s depart- 
ments, but they are going to find it 
necessary to duplicate their sets for adult 
departments.” 


Well—adult readers can scarcely be 
blamed if they like pictures, interesting 
writing, and complete up-to-dateness just 
as much as young people do. A duplicate 
set of Compton's Pictured Encyclopedia 
for the adult department of a_ public 
library is rather a good idea—don’t you 
think?

Valuable Material for Library Use

USEUMS have ceased to be merely the arsenals of students engaged 
M in research; they are beginning to offer themselves to the public as 

a means of recreation and an instrument of education.” Nowhere is 
this statement of Sir Frederic Kenyon more strikingly illustrated than in the 
recent development of museum publications. Many museums today make ample 
use of their opportunity to extend their usefulness by providing in books and 
pictures material which will benefit not only their visitors but students who may 
never have an opportunity to come to the museum. While some of these publi- 
cations are necessarily scholarly in character and designed specifically to meet 
the needs of advanced students in specialized fields, there are many others planned 
to serve more general interests, and the number and variety of these is con- 
stantly increasing. What the art museum offers to libraries in the way of ref- 
erence material, aids to school work, sources for club programs, additions to 
picture collections, and assistance to designers and other library patrons may here 
be illustrated by the publications and reproductions issued by one institution— 
The Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

From its beginnings the program of publications undertaken by the Metropoli- 
tan has been thought of as an extension of the educational function of the Museum, 
and its purpose has. been to provide at the lowest possible cost the most accurate 
and necessary information on the history of art and the principles of design as 
illustrated in its collections and the most truthful reproductions of its outstanding 
possessions. Many of its handbooks are valuable works of reference in their 
fields—books like the Handbook of the American Wing, which may be regarded 
as a record of manners and customs in America from the seventeenth to the 
early nineteenth century; The Daily Life of the Greeks and Romans, which gives 
a fascinating picture of houses, dress, games, and many other aspects of life in 
classical times; and Notes on Prints, which forms a history of the printed picture 
from the fifteenth to the twentieth century. Others deal with important phases 
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of the decorative arts—Chinese textiles, glassmaking from ancient times to the 
present, classical jewelry, and the like. Lavish illustrations add much to the 
usefulness of all these books. 

A Bulletin, issued every month, brings to members and friends of the Museum 
news of accessions, lectures, and other current happenings. Its well-illustrated 
articles describing important additions to the collections and special exhibitions 
make it a reference work of permanent value. 


For a number of years the Museum published a magazine for children known 
as The Children’s Bulletin. Each number consisted of a story—either original or 
a legend retold—with illustrations drawn from the collections. Of the twelve 
volumes which appeared in this series many titles are still available and are greatly 
enjoyed by boys and girls of different ages. They make fascinating supplementary 
reading for classes studying history and literature. 

Nine volumes have appeared in the Museum’s popular series of “Picture Books.” 
These are small pamphlets, each containing twenty pages of collotype plates and 
an introduction presenting historical information or comments on style and use 
intended to supply a background for the appreciation of the objects illustrated. 
They stress the decorative arts, the treatment varying considerably in order to 
present each subject as effectively as possible. In some cases a picture book brings 
together the most important objects in a given collection, as in The American 
High Chest, or serves as a guide to the galleries, as in The American Wing. In 
others it illustrates the development of a decorative element, as in The Acanthus 
Motive in Decoration, and in still others the objects have been chosen for their 
historical associations, as in Historical Arms and Armor, or to illustrate the life 
of a period, as in The Private Life of the Ancient Egyptians. New titles are 
constantly being added, and it is hoped that “Picture Books” will eventually be 
available to illustrate the representative pieces from each of the Museum’s col- 
lections. 


The School Notebook Sheets are another recent publication designed for use 
in schools and libraries. Each of these is a large page with pictures and texts 
which may be cut out and pasted in notebooks or used for display in classrooms 
or reading rooms. They furnish material on the daily life of various periods and 
countries, bringing together pictures to illustrate transportation, shelter, amuse- 
ments, and similar topics. Of the six now in print four deal with Egypt and two 
with the Middle Ages. A series of sheets on Colonial America is in preparation. 


Similar in purpose are the sets of postcards illustrating subjects like European 
costume or classical mythology or presenting important groups of paintings and 
other objects from the collections, 
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Librarians who need illustrations for subjects not included in any of these 
special series will be glad to know that the Museum sells photographs of all the 
objects belonging to it. A letter to the Secretary will bring information about the 
material available on any subject. 

It has long been the Museum’s purpose to offer as many illustrations in color 
as possible, and its colorprints include a wide variety in different sizes. A series 
of twenty large collotype prints is devoted entirely to paintings—American, Euro- 
pean, Near and Far Eastern. These would be charming ornaments for reading 
rooms, as they are most attractive in color and large enough to be effectively 
framed. A series of prints in the eight-by-ten inch size includes the decorative 
arts as well as paintings, and these may be purchased singly or in portfolios of 
six. Near Eastern ceramics and textiles, Egyptian faience, tapestries, and a de- 
lightful set of Near Eastern miniature paintings, with portfolios of American, 
Italian, and Dutch and Flemish paintings, make up the forty-eight prints avail- 
able in this size. 


More than a hundred colored postcards have also been issued by the Museum, 
and here again the emphasis has been placed on the decorative arts. The cards 
are of particularly good quality. Like the larger prints they are made by the firm 
of Max Jaffé of Vienna by the collotype process. Extreme care is taken to have 
them as truthful in color as possible. In this series may be found an excellent 
group of oriental rugs, several pieces of jewelry, ceramics, Coptic textiles, glass, 
and sculpture, as well as some of the outstanding paintings owned by the Museum. 
Many of the newer subjects are available on thin paper for insertion in notebooks 
as well as on the regular postcard stock. 


Lists of all the books and reproductions described above may be secured on 
application to the Secretary of the Museum. 


In addition to its own publications and reproductions for sale, the Museum 
offers through its Extension Division a rental service which may be used by 
libraries, schools, and clubs as well as by individuals. Lantern slides, photographs, 
colorprints, textiles, and other illustrative materials may be secured through this 
service, and motion pictures are also available. 


Through its catalogs and Bulletins, through photographs, prints, and other 
reproductions, and through the lending collections, the Museum believes that it 
is greatly extending its work of education. That this belief is well founded is 
indicated by a constantly increasing demand from every part of the country for 
all these aids to the enjoyment and understanding of art. 
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The Books sELecteD by the Committee on Book Selection of the Religious Books 
Section are given in the July Library Journal, p. 536-40, as they were presented 
at the recent A.L.A. Conference in New York City by Hollis W. Hering in his 
paper “Some important religious books of the year.” Librarians will find his 
comments on various books of considerable interest, and the starring of titles 
recommended as first choice for small public libraries is especially useful. Forty- 
five books were selected by the Committee. Each title is marked with symbols 


indicating a grouping under one or more of eight different classifications according 
to use.
